ENTIRE FAMILY PUT TO SLEEP. 


BPURNITURE CARRIED OUT TO 
THE YARD. 


Ransacking Done at Leisure and $300 
in Cash, Together With Valu- 
ables, Carried Away by the 
Robbers. 


Burglars chioroformed the entire family 
of Louls Stuermann at 366 North Twenty- 
Second street, and robbed the house of 
everything of value. 

The thieves carried away $300 in cash, 
which the hard work of the father and 
the economy of the mother had accumu- 
lated in the past eight years. 

The robbery occurred early last Satur- 
@ay morning. The police suppressed the 
news. It does not appear that the depart- 
, Ment has made any effort to apprehend 
_ the robbers or recover the property. No 
arrests had been made up to noon Tues- 
day. 

The fact that all of the Stuermann fam- 
fly recovered from the effects of the chloro- 
form made it possfble for the police to 
withhold information of the robbery from 
the public. 

The Stuermann family consists of four 
members, the father and mother, a child 
12 years old and Fred Ruenheck, 2&4 years 
old, who i# Mrs. Stuermann's brother. 
They occupy four rooms on the first floor 
ofa flat building at the number given. 

Ruenheck and the boy occupy the front 
room. Mr. and Mrs, Steurmann use the 
second room for their sleeping apartments. 
Stuermann is a mechanic. After he had re- 
turned from his day’s work Friday night 
he took a walk with his wife and child 
and retired early. Ruenheck did not retire 
until after midnight. 

From that time until three hours later, 
ho one was awake in the house. At about 
4 o'clock Mrs. Stuermann, feeling a sense 
of oppression, awoke, and looked about her. 
At first nothing seemed to be wrong in the 
house. Forcing herself out of the apathy 
that had seized her, her eyes gradually 
grew wvocustomed to the darkness. She suse 
pected robbers, but did not at first awaken 
her husband, being afraid to make the 
slightest movement. At last she could no 
longer endure the suspense and shaking 
Steurmann violently by the shoulder, in- 
formed him of her suspicions. He arose, 
and the scene that met his gaze utterly 
confounded him. Chairs were overturned, 
tables upset, buredys broken epen and 
drawers piled one above the other in the 
center of the kitchen. Unable to find his 
trousers he went into the yard with his 
wife, both in their night clothes, &nd there 
they found two trunks, the sewing machine, 
the balance of the bureau and wardrobe 
drawers, ornaments and various articles of 
wearing apparel. 

In fact, the entire yard was littered with 
their belongings. The front room they 
found quite equal to the condition of the 
Others. The little boy was readily awak- 
jenced, but the man, Ruenneck, was sowrapt 
in the artificial slumber it was only with 
\extreme difficulty that he was brought 
back to ¢onsciousness. 

In this room in a drawer of the dresser, 
Mrs. Stuermann had concealed quite a sum 
of money. This was her first thought and 
she was almost beside herself when she 
found the entire chest of drawers missing. 
These were discovered in the yard, but the 
money was mowhere to be found, though 
‘Bits of the paper in which it had been 
Wrapped were scattered around. The know!l- 
edge of her loss, combined with the in- 
tense excitement had the effect of giving 
Mrs. Stuermann violent hysteria and the 
Outcries she made while in this condition 
@rouseed the neighbors. Sympathy was 
freely given and many conjectures were 
Made as to the method by which the burg- 
lars gained entrance. This was soon set- 
tled when it was discovered that one of 
‘the slats in the shutter on a rear window 
had been cut away, which permitted the 
window to be raised. From the way the 
job was worked, it is thought that at least 
two men were implicated, for one would 
have had trouble moving the furniture 
about as it was done. 

Every nook and cranny of all the rooms 
Was carefully gone over and every thing 
worth carrying away was taken. The alley 
‘door wae found open in the morning. This 
Was done by the robbers (to insure a way 
of escape. 

The pockets in the clothing of both men 
had been so thoroughly searched that not 
en article was left in any of them. Even 
the small change was taken. When things 


were straightened up it was discovered that 
‘the entire money not appropriated by the 
‘repacious visitora amountea to a 10-cent 
piece, which was lying on the mante) and 
‘@ quarter which they probably dropped 
when leaving the houee. 

Jeweiry in the form of trinkets usually 
worn by women, @ watch and very expen- 
sive chain, scarfpins and the little boy's 
toy bank, containing jess than a dollar, were 
included in the piunder secured. In all, 
the amount the robbers got away with ap- 

roximated over $600, quite a sum for less 
thon an hour's work.

Police Court Has Decreed He Must Pay 
the City for the Privilege of 
Conducting a Real Es- 
tate Office. 


“I wamt to show the people that force 
alone can compel obedience to a ruling 
that is unjust. I am simply succumbing 
to brute force in going to the Workhouse. 
I am a weak man and cannot combat the 
force brought against me. 

“T[ refuse to pay a license for transacting 
a real estate business because the ‘siave 
constitutions’ were repealed and the Deciar- 
ation of Independence was reinstalled on 
the statute books years ago.

BEING FORMED 


It Will Control Missouri and 
Kansas Output. 


ST. LOUISANS MANAGING 


BYRON F. HOBART SAID TO BE 
THE PROMOTER.

Possibility That the Railroad Mining 
Interests May Not Join Appears 
to Be the Only Im- 
pediment. 


A trust, to control the entire coal out- 
put of Missouri and Kansas, the two heaviest 
producing States in the West, has just 
been formed. Its leading spirit is Byron 
F. Hobart, president of the Kansas and 


Texas Coal Co., whose office is at 219 North | 


Fourth street. 

The combine or trust so far includes the 
Kansas and Texas, the Western Anthracite 
and the Bolen Coal Cos. and the Central 
Coal and’ Coke Co., formerly the Keith & 
Perry Co. The Bolen and the Central] are 
Kansas City companies, the Western and tne 
Kansas and Texas have headquarters here. 
The trust has a capital of $10,000,000, one- 
half in preferred stock. 

The four companies mentioned are the 
big ones in the field in the two States named 
and have practically the control of the 
market. In both Kansas ity and St. Louis 
they have had agreements that practically 
amount to trusts, for years. The culmina- 
tion of their working in harmony is this 
actual combining of interests. 

There is one hitch to the success of the 
scheme and that is the railroad mining 
interests. If the roads, particularly the 
Santa Fe, does .not either enter the com- 
bine or keep hands off, the scheme will 
not last. It is likely, however, that the 
railroade have been brought into line as 
some of the coal companies mentioned, 
particularly the Central, handle the coal 
for the railroad companies. The Central 
controls the Kansas City, Fort Scott & 
Memphis lines’ mines; the Bolen, the Mis- 
sour! Pacific mines. 

The names of the officers of the trust 
have not been made public, but it is likely 
that Mr. Hobart, the promoter, will be 
president. The details of the scheme are 
withheld, Dut its general outline and plan 
leaked out Tuesday. 

The smaller operators in Missouri and 
Kansas have had a hard time for years, 
‘bucking’ the big companies, and some 
bitter fights have ensued. Many of the 
small mining companies are really branches 
of the big ones and the latter back and 
control others. These, it ils supposed, will 
be absorbed by the trust, and eventually 
the only ones on the outside will be the 
railroads.

‘MOUNTAIN WILDS, 


Pursuit of the Union Pacific 
Train Robbers. 


300 MEN ON. THEIR TRAIL. 


SHERIFFS AND COWBOYS WILL 
ROUND UP THE DESPEBADOES. 


One Posse Ambushed by the Bandits 
Hidden Behind Rocks, and Three 
of Their Horses 
Killed. 


—————s 


CHEYENND, Wyo., June 6.—Two sheriffs 
and ten deputies are trailing the Union Pa- 
cific train rebbers in the foothills of the 
Rocky Mountaing’ with good prospects of 
corralling the -bandits and eventually ef- 
fecting their. capture: 

The robbers are supposed to number six 
men, and are members of the notorious 
Carey band of outlaws. 

The sheriff's and their posse following the 


trail of the robbers, were ambushed yester- 
day, and three of their horses were killed, 
The bandits had eaten lunch at Tea Pot 
Rocks, 25. miles from Casper, where, with 
field glasses, they could see the country be- 
hind them for ten milees, and probably 
saw their pursuers appresenene. They had 
been following the high ridges, but after 
leaving Tea Pot Rocks struck down a draw 
to the head of Tea Pot Creek and followed 
along the creek bottom for six miles. 

At a high cliff of-rock the bandits turned 
abruptly to the left and rode into the rocks. 
They were seen by the posse and followed 
closely, one man trailing them while the 
others rode to the side. Within 200 yards 
of the rocks the bandits opened fire and two 
horses of the pursuing party fell dead. 

A few minutees later James E. Long of 
the posse, who had heen some distance be- 
hind, came up, and the robbers put a bullet 
through his horse lengthwise and rained 
bullets around him like hail. Two more of 
the horses stampeded down a draw to the 
east. and the posse was considerably de- 
moralized. 

Two of the posse returned to Casper 
where re-enforcements were mounted on 
good horses and immediately started out 
to take the trail. General Manager Dickin- 
son, Supt. Harris, Mr. Buckinghom, of the 
Union Pacific; Supt. Daniels and Manager 
Gentsch of the Pacific Express and Spe- 
cial Agent Vizard of the Union Pacific are 
at Casper, directing the pursuit. If the 
robbers succeed ty reaching the Hole-in-the 
wall the fastness will be surrounded and a 
determined effort made -to capture them. 

While this expedition under command of 
Sheriff Hazen of fonverse County and 
Sheriff Herstand of Natrona County are fol- 
lowing the direct trail of the robbers, re- 
ports from over ‘the State show that fully 
300 men are engaged in the round up. The 
expectation is that the outlaws will be 
cornered at the Hole-in-the-Wall, wil4 
piace, which has long been the headquar- 
ters of deeperadoes. 

General Manager Dickinson has estab- 
lished regular quarters at Medicine-Bow, 
where a carload of arms, ammunition. and 
other equipment mecessary to supply the 
small army of man-huntere has been eent 

Dickinson’s camp 4s suppNed with relays 
of scouts’ horses and- bloodhounds, and a 
formal campaign very much like the regu. 
lar army maintained against ‘the Indians 
when they were on-the war-path, Is being 
carried on. - 

Alf parties of the “man-tunters have ex- 
perienced trailers with them, hloodhounds, 
and packs mates with provisions for an Mm- 
definite hunt. ah , . 

The 300 men enghZ@d in the exciting hunt 
are now nearing a circle Which meets close 
to the Hole-in-the-Wall country from which 
the bandits came and to which refuge they 
are making. The trailers have found evi- 
dence in.scraps of paper left*at several 
abandoned camps showing ‘ at the gang is 
the old Carrey gang which robbed the Belle 
Fourche bank a year or so ago.

A MANIFESTO JUST ISSUED. 


URGES JAMAICANS TD THROW 


OFF THE ENGLISH YOKE. 


Text of the Circular in Which the 
Reasons for Annexation to the 
United States Are Point- 
edly Set Forth,

England bas owned St. Kitt’s since 1783. 
It is one of the group in the West Indies 
known as the Leeward Islands, and lies about 
100 miles southeast of Porto Rico. It is only 
23 miles in length, and has a population of 
80,000. The Spaniards owned it first, then 
French and English colonies took possession 
of it, and after many years of turmoil it was 
ceded to Great Britain in 1783. It is a sugar 
producing island, and the land is fertile.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 30.—The ab- 
stract question of the political possibility 
and the industrial and commercial desira- 
bility of the annexation of the British West 
Indies, is nothing new. As a matter of 
casual discussion at least, it has been,.on 
the cards since 1867, when Gen. Grant de- 
veloped the scheme for acquiring the Dan- 
ish Islands. 

It, however, remained for the American 
conquest of Cuba and Puerto Rico to 


awaken the English colonists to a full re- 
alization of the outlook. The American or- 
gunization of those two islands presents 
@ most serious menace to the industrial 
and commercial ee ee of their Brit- 
ish neighbors and it is only natural that 
the English colonists should have been at- 
tracted by Andrew Carnegie’s pompection 
to exchange the British West Indies for 
the Philippines. 

As far back as August of last year the 

uestion of securing annexation to the 

Inited States was mooted in Jamaica. 

Nothing came of it, however; a plebiscite 
Was suggested in planting circles and the 
commercial community was not wanting 
in sympathy with the proposal. But on the 
other hand, the extreme antagonism ofthe 
colored population was so marked that the 
most enthusiastic annexationists realized 
the then impracticability of a plebiscite. 
ea eny the matter was speedily 
shelved. 

The continued industrial decadence of the 
isiands under the unfair treatment of the 
mother county and the evergrowing men- 
ace of Cuba and Puerto Rico has again 
brought the question into prominence. In 
this case it is the island of St. Kitts that 
has taken the initiative and made some 
definite move. While Jamaica, on the prin- 
ciple of half a loaf being better than no 
dread, insists on securing commercial reci- 

rocity with the United States, St. Kitts 

as come forward with a plebiscite asking 
for actual annexation. As might have 
been expected, the West Indian newspa- 
pers, as a whole, being mostly in the hands 
of colored men, to whom the very word 

American is obnoxious, have denounced the 

plebiscite and endeavored to obscure he,

manifesto to the sister colonies setting 
forth their position and furnishing seven 
reasons why West Indians should seek ad-

This manifesto signed by the most prom!- 
tent men in the island had excited wide- 
‘pread attention and promises to bring the 
Whole thing to an acute stage. Following 
is the text of the reasons on which the an- 
nexation movement is base:

ECHO OF CLOTHING CONTRACT. 


Claim Made by a Broker for $10,000 
Commission Against a Brook- 
lyn House.

NEW YORK, June 6.—Startling disclos- 
ures are expected in a suit filed in the Su- 
preme Court by James Lutkine, a broker of 
No. 56 Broadway, against Kenyon & Co., 
the Brooklyn clothing manufacturers. 

The suit is for only $10,000, but is the out- 
come of exposures made at the time Gov- 
ernment contracts -were being let for the 
making of soldier uniforms, when Abner 


MocX'irley, brother of the President, wis 
said to be using his infiuénce to have cer- 
tain favored New York houses get the 
awards. 

Mr. McKinley was very active with the 
law firm of Stayton & Campbell of No. W 
Broad street, in pressing claims before the 
department. 

It was said at that time Abner McKinley 
was interested in the contracts, that he had 
acess to high officials in Washington be- 
cause of his relationship to the President, 
but without the President’s knowledge, and 
that he acted ase a ‘“‘go-between’’ for the 
New_York clothing houses that put in bids. 
Mr. McKinley made no denial. 

Lutkins declares that he acted as one of 
the agents in these transactions, and he 
now makes a demand that Kenyon & Co. 
pay him 10 cents for each uniform made by 
the firm for the Government. Through his 
attorney, James Forester, Lutkins de- 
manded the money. When it wae not fortn- 
coming he filed the 6uit. Little was thought 
of the action at the time, because it simply 
made claim “for services rendered.”’ 

Attempts were made to keep the matter 
secret, but the story has come out. In 
spite of the tact that Government awards 
are supposed to go to the lowest bidder 
Lutkins declares he wae responeible for the 
contract going to Kenyon & Co. 

“I got them the contract and earned the 
money according to a verbal contract the 
firm made with me,” he said to a Post-Dis- 
pateh reporter. Mr. Lutkins did not seem 
to care whether the story got out or not. 

“I may have something startling to give 
out In a few days,’’ he said, ‘‘but at pres- 
ent I must refer you to my lawyer.”’ 

Clarence Kenyon, President of the cor- 
poration, eaid the suit had been filed and 
that he was fighting it. 

“I don’t even know the man,” he said. 
“The suit came up and I referred it to my 
lawyers, Smith & Martin. I can’t under- 
stant the suit.’’ 

Newell Martin of the firm of Smith & 
Martin was surprised that the story was 
ublic property. ‘“We have not a thing to 
ide,”’ he said. “I will show you the 
papers."" The anewer of the defendants 
shows that Kenyon & Co. mean to make a 
clean breast of it and spare no one: 
Lutkins says he entered the service of 
Kenyon & Co. in May, 1898; that he went 
to Washington and used his influence to 
have the contract awarded to the Brook- 
lyn firm. Kenyon & Co. want to know how 
he succeeded in this undertaking and even 
should the sult go against them, 6ay they 
will show up the War Department. 
Kenyon & Co. mean to make Lutkine 
answer at the hearing of the suit: 

“What Government officer or officers he 
dealt with?’ 

‘When and where he saw this officer or 
these officers.” 

“Hiow he influenced this officer or these 
officers.” - 

“Did he exhibit samples of Kenyon & 
Co.’s goods in Washingtoa. and, if so, to 
whom?" 

(Mr. Martin asserted every one of these 
questions must be answered.

White Residents Are Already Com- 
plaining That No Punishment Is 
to Be Meted Out to the Reb- 
els Under the Chief 
Mataafa. 


APIA, Samoa, May 31, via Auckland, N. 
Z., June 6.—Malietoa and Tamasese have 
visited the members of the Samoan Com- 
mission on board the United States trans- 
port Badger and Mataafa visited them the 
following day. Neither of them was rec- 
organized as king. 

Mat afa expressed willingness to abide by 
tthe commission's decision and blamed the 
Europeans for the troubles here. The com- 


missioners informed him that they had 
power to establish a government with or 
without king. Mataafa thought the Sa- 
moans should have a king but expressed 
willingness to disarm his followers and 
leave the matter in the hands of the com- 
mission. 

The Germans acted for the first time in 
many months, with the representatives of 
the other powers, and have officially sent 
a guard ashore. 

The naval authorities and the mission 
societies have submitted their views to the 
commission and the latter, by proclama- 
tion, fixed May 27 as the date for the na- 
tives to surrender their arms. Mataafa, 
however, asked for an extension of the time 
until to-day, when he surrendered 1800 guns 
on board the (Badger. The Malietoans are 
now disarmed. 

The United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
flying the flag of Admiral Kautz, sailed 
May 21, and the British and German con- 
suls, Mr. E. 'B. F._Maxse and Herr Rose, 
proceed to Europe June li. 

Queen Victoria's birthday was celebrated 
with great rejoicing, about 3000 strong men 
of the Malietoa party attending the festivi- 
ties at Malinuu, in the presence of the Brit- 
ish consul and naval officers. The proces- 
sion visited the graves of the British and 
Americans and then marched to the graves 
of the Germans who were slain in the battle 
of Fagalt, in 1879. The Americans fired a 
salute over the German graves. 

The natives are gaining confidence and 
are freely submitting their grievances to 
the commission. 

The natives brought here from other is- 
lends at the time of the disturbance will 
be returned home and all the warships will 
probably leave Samoa at an early date. 

The Chief Justice, Mr. William L. Cham- 
bers, will continue the sittings of the Su- 
preme Court. Dr. Wilhelm Self, the newly 
arrived German president of the municipal 
council here, has not yet assumed his du- 
ties. 

The commissioners are reticent, but it is 
understood they are considering a reduction 
of the cost of the administration as estab- 
lished by the Berlin treaty and that the 
number of officials may be reduced. 

The residents of Apia express dissatisfac- 
tion at the indications given by the com- 
mission that the rebels will not be punished 
and that they will also be paid for arms 
illegally imported. They consider this a bad 
precedent .but it is admitted: this is too 
early to criticise the action of the com- 
missioners. 

The American engineering staff has ar- 
rived here and will proceed to erect a 
naval jetty and coal stores at Pango Pango. 

Judge Mulligan, the former American 
Consul, has arrived here to conduct the 
compensation claims and defend Mataafa. 
But the commission has intimated that no 
notice will be taken of the claims beyond 
recording them, and it is possible the com- 
mission will ask each power to compensate 
its own citizens or subjects as the case 
may be. 

Announcement Made That Mataafa Is 
Persona Non Grata. 
AUOCKILAND, N. Z., June 6—At the 
Queen's birthday celebration in Samoa it 
was officially announced that Great Brit- 


ain would absolutely veto any proposition 
that Mataafa should ever become King.

DETROIT, Mich., June 6.—The Detroit 

Street Railway Commission will to-night 


submit practical means for carrying out 
the municipal ownership of Detroit street 
railways. Two ordinances will be presented 
to the Common Council, one to secure the 
bonds proposed to be issued by the Muni- 
cipal Street Railway Company (corporation) 
proposed to be organized within the com- 
mission itself to the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Co., a consolidation of the various 
street railway companies. The other ordi- 
nance grants an operating franchise to the 
Municipal ‘Railway Company, authorizing it 
to operate all the lines in the city on 
straight 3 cent fare or five for 15 cents. A 
security for the franchise to be given by

porcees price, is In process of preparation. 
t provides 5 cent fares, or six for a quar-

REBELLED AGAINST AN ORDER 


REVOLT OF BRITISH TROOPERS. 


Battle With Bayonets as Weapons 
Took Place in the Barracks at 
Halifax. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HALIFAX, N. 8., June 6—A detach- 
ment of Royal Artillery mutined Sunday 
right at the citadel. This is the fortress 
which was recently condemned and set 
apart solely for barrack purposes. The re- 
volt was caused by the issue of an order 
directing the’ men to have their keir cut 
in a particular way. The detachment not 
only refused to carry out the regulation, 
ote refused to perform their usual du- 

es, 

the commanding officer ordered a guard 
to the barracks room to compel the men 
to obey. The guard was met by the whole 
detachment, who had armed themselves 
with different articles, and charged the 
guard. The iatter, with fixed bayonets, 
resisted the attack and the rioters beat a 
retreat to the barracks, where they made 
a determined stand. 

A non-commissioned officer, with assist- 
ance, forced the door open and a fight 
took place between the members of the 
Suard and mutineers. One of the men 
was thrust in the arm by a bayonet and 
another was knocked senseless with the 
butt end of a rifle. This was the signa! 
for a general riot and sentries with bayo- 
nets fixed were ordered to the support of 
the guard. 

In the meantime a portion of the rioters 
looted the canteen, the sergeants in charge 
beating a hasty retreat. Orderlies were 
dispatched to the Giacis barracks for more 
troops and after an exciting time the mu- 
tineers were overpowered. 

A force headed by an officer made a 
Successful attack upon the _ structures 
which the soldiers held and after a spir- 
ited engagément in which 10 were injured, 
the rebellious troopers were overpowered. 
Six were sent to the hospital and the oth- 
ers were placed under arrest and will be 
court martialed. It is reported that an 
officer who ventured too near the revolters 
was obliged to beat his way with sword 
in hand back to his men. 

The offensive order forbade the men in 
the garrison of Halifax to wear their hair 
more than three inches long in front and 
bade them to keep it combed back under 
their caps, discontinuing the arrangement 
of their forelocks in ‘‘band” fashion, which 
has become a fad among the soldiers. 

The order also forbade the wearing of 
timepieces or jewelry in public and in- 
structed the men when upon the street not 
to march more than two abreast.

Finally in Desperation He Threw Ice 
at the Door and His Prison 


Was Opened. 


Special to the Poat-Diapatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 6—John 
Boroske will not keep his saloon open again 
Sunday. Me was tocked in the ice box 
Sunday night and was nearly frozen to death 
before he escaped. Two men robbed the 
saloon and then locked Boroske in the cold 
prison. 

The two young men entered the saloon 
and asked for a drink. ‘When the saloon 
keeper had served them, one of them pointe 
a revolyer at his head and told him to hold 
up his hands. The other went behind the 
bar and took $2.40 from the drawer. 
Boroske protested against the robbery and 
began to talk loud in the hope of attracting 
attention, from spunea one outside. It was 
quiet at 11:30 0 ‘clock at night, the hour of 
the robbery, and nobody entered. 

“We'll fix you,” said one of the men, and 
he pulled the saloonkeeper from behind the 
bar and they pushed him toward the ice 
box and put him inside. 

Boroske had no coat on and he began to 
shiver. He does not know what became of 
the men after they locked him in. They 
wore no masks and he has déscribed them 
to the police. The prisoner in the ice box 
pounded on the doer and called 
until his voice was hoarse, but  no- 
body came. He began to feel the 
cold creeping over him and the 
sudden change from the outside atmos- 
phere gave him a chill. He worked at the 
door to keep himself warm. After he had 
been in the box nearly an hour Boroske 
lifted a large ehunk of ice and threw it 
against the door. He repeated the operation 
sever al times and finally was rewarded by 
seeing the door fly open. 

The catch had been broken. He found that

SMASH THE TRUST BULWARK 

The protective tariff was designed to protect American 
manufacturers from foreign competition by limiting the home 
market to home manufactured products. It threw a wall 
around the country. 

Under the stimulus of protection and with the wonderful 
growth of invention the American factories glutted the Ameri- 
can market. The results were combines to regulate the out- 
put and the price. Out of these combines have grown the 
great trusts and consolidated industries. 

The protective tariff, therefore, is the father of the trusts. 
Having supplied them with a bulwark against foreign com- 
petition, it enables them to monopolize the home market and 
charge excessive prices. Some trusts, having a monopoly of 
natural resources, are not dependent upon the protective 
tariff. Most of them have been fostered by railroad rate dis- 
criminations, but the protective tariff gave them monopoly 
privileges and the opportunity for effective combination. 

As the protective tariff serves as the bulwark of the trusts 
by cutting off outside competition, the logical mode of attack- 
ing the trusts is the destruction of the tariff wall and the 
throwing open of the home market to the competition of the 
world. This is the legitimate response to trust oppression. 
If the Republican party is sincere in its denunciation of the 
trusts it ‘will give a pledge to wipe out the protective tariff 
bulwark of the trusts. If the Democratic party has the 
courage of its convictions it will declare for free trade. 

This view of street railway property is taken by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois: “The property of a street railway 
company is impressed with a public use and it must exert its 
powers for the benefit of the public. It is not a private but a 
quasi-public corporation, and owes it as a duty to the public to 
demand reasonable rates only and to serve its patrons without 
unjust discrimination, and this duty may be enforced by the 
State directly or through a governmental agency.” It is 
scarcely necessary to add that this is exactly the opinion of 
all the street railway strap passengers. 

Mr. Gorman says: “The war with Spain, which created a 
demand for labor in every branch of trade, set the mills run- 
ning on full time, created a market for American supplies and 
gave employment to millions of laborers who had been in idle- 
ness for three or four years.”’ This is true, but war prosperity 
is the prosperity of debt. War is a great stimulant, but a reac- 
tion must always follow. The money expended in war must be 
paid by the toiling taxpayers. We should have put an end to 
war the moment we overcame the Spaniards.

But it is evident 
that these reformers do not know what is good for their 
cause. If they will read the McKinley organs they will find 
that the order which they denounce was not a blow at Civil 
Service reform, but a sagacious effort to advance reform.

SULZE.—Put in a stewpan a well-cleaned small 
pig’s head, with its feet and two calf's feet and 
two shallots, with a mediam sized onion. Add 
a bouquet of herbs, two bay leaves, the juice of 
two lemons and a tumbler of white wine, and 
simmer in this liquid, which should reach its level, 
till it is soft. Then take out and when cool enough 
to manage remove all the bones. 
the meat in small pieces not larger than a hazel- 
nut, and if there are remains of cold chicken or 
game they may be boiled with the head. After 
cooking liquid. is quite cold remove all the fat, 
strain it, and if not thick enough reduce it to a 
jelly consistency. Then season it lightly, add a 
little ground macg, a tablespoon of heated tarra- 
gon vinegar, and stir in the pieces of meat and 
heat it-all through. Take a deep mold and put in 
it enough made gelatin to flow around and coat 
the mold, and let it set. Fix at the bottom a 
spray made of parsiey, capers and dots of bright 
red beet root, and around a yellow and white 
border of hard boiled egg. By spoonfuls lay in 
the thinnest part of the minced meat and let it 
set, then fill up with the rest. Let it stand on 
the ice all night. Turn out (as all jellies) by 
dipping the mold into ‘hot water; reverse on a 
serving plate and surround with a wreath of cress 
and thin disks of lemon. 


RAGOUT.—A ragout cooked in beer is another 
German production. This is made of sausages 
pricked and cooked thoroughly and not too brown; 
then a tumbler of mild warmed beer is added, 
the pan covered and weighted close, and it is 
stewed in this nearly an hour. It is then removed, 
the sausages dished, the liquid dredged with flour 
and cooked five minutes more and poured above 
the sausage. | 


MECHLENBURG HAM.—This differs from oth- 
er modes of boiling because of its spice and savor. 
It is soaked all night in lukewarm water, is well 
scraped, put in cold water, rind uppermost, and 
completely immersed. Let it slowly come to a 
boil and simmer four or five hours, according to 
size. Take off the rind whole, while hot, and 
keep it to cover with. While the joint is hot 
sprinkle it with half an inch of brown bread rasp- 
ings mixed with powdered cloves, sugar and cin- 
namon.

FORMER HAS MOST FRIENDS. 


In Fact Nearly Every One of the &t. 
Louisans Think That Fitz Will 
Win in a Walk. 


No two of the pugilistic brigade are of 
the same opinion as to the outcome of 
the coming Fitzsimmons-Jeffries battle. 

Bob Douglas, the champion welterweight 
of St. Louis, said Monday night: “I think 
Fitz will win. But if the fight lasts 10 
rounds have an eye on Jeffries. By that 
time he will be out or he will be on his 
feet, big and strong, and with his nervous- 
ness gone.”’ 

Al Tozier said: “I look for it to bo 
nothing more than @ cakewalk for Fitzsim- 
mons. I believe he will stop the other 
fellow in a round or two.” 


The opinion of Tom Kelly, the old prince 
of seconds, is perhaps worth more than 
that of any other man. Kelly has a high 
opinion of youth. He went to New Orleans 
to second Paddy Ryan in his fight with 
Sullivan and he saw the young man go 
around the old one, Oh, so easy. Later, 
he went to New Orleans and saw another 
young man, Corbett, defeat another old 
man, Sullivan.. Now these things have 
made Tom cautious and he gays: ‘Jeffries 
is a big, strong young fellow and Fitz will 
have to be just as good as ever to stop him. 
But is he? Well, we shall know all about 
that when they meet. But just now, I like 
Jeffries.’’ 

“I like Fitz,’ says Spider Kelly, ‘‘and my 
money will go on him.” 

“Fitz will win,”’ says Johnny Daly, ‘‘be- 
cause ‘he’s a fighter all over and the other 
fellow is only a™big, clever boxer. To beat 
Fitz you must have a scientific and brainy 
lighter, such as Corbett was. and then to 
go the route with him he must have better 
Staying qualities than Corbett had. I think 
Jeffries will be the easiest kind of a mark 
for Fitz, and I am of this opinion only be- 
cause I know Jeffries to be easily rattled 
and to lack the experience which Fitz has 
obtained only by meeting all kinds and 
sizes of men in the ring.”’ 


harley Daly said: “It’s hard to pick 
the winner in this fight. All hands admit 
that Jeffries is big, strong and clever, but 
s0 is Fitz, and then, too, Fitz knows how 
to fight, and is the best ring general there 
is to-day. Fitz ought to win, but then it 
wouldn't surprise me to see the other fel- 
low get there.”

PORTIS REFUSED A SINECURE. 


Gould’s Sons Offered Him a Large Sal- 
ary as Consulting Attorney—His 
Belief in Spiritualism. 


In a select circle of older professional] 
and semi-literary men, the death of Judge 
Thomas G. Portis leaves a void which they 
all feel deeply. 

There was one side of Judge Portis’ life 
of which he never spoke, except to his 
most intimate friends, and to them spar- 
ingly. It was his spiritualistic belief. Juage 
Portis was not reticent about it because 
he was ashamed of it, but because it was 
very near and dear to him and he looked 
upon it as too sacred a thing to be dis- 
cussed indiscriminately. Where he could 
find a warm friend wno was sympathetic, 
he talked of it, but to no one else. 

There was nothing cheap about Judge 
Portis’ spiritualism. e had no part with 
advertising spirituahsts, who he said were 
mostly fakers. To him spiritualism was 
a religion, deep-rooted and not a thing to 
be bought and sold. 

Judge Portis was a@ Warm personal friend 
of Jay Gould. It is said that he tried to 
convince Gould of the truth of spiritualism, 
and during one of the millionaire’s visits 
to St. Louls took him to several select 
geances in the hope that he could be con- 
verted. But the material Gould did not 
Held to either the arguments of Judge 

ortis or the demonstrations at the 
seances, 

Judge Portis’ retirement from the legal 
department of the Missouri! Pacific Rallroad 
furnishes a € illustration of one of 
the traits of his character—pride and seif- 
reepect. 

When Jay Gould died and his sons suc- 
ceeded to the control of his vast railroad 
holdings, Judge Portis was at the head of 
the legal department of the Missouri Pa. 
cffic. e had been their father’s trusted 
advisor, and they wished to provide for 
his future. He was in failing heaitn anu
